PESTICIDE IN FOODS 


Cesar Chavez, farm labor leader, 
has been waging a state wide effort 
to expose the health hazards due to 
the “wholesale use” of pesticides. 

The leader of a nation wide 
grape boycott because of grower in- 
adequacies and inhuman treatment 
for Mexican-American and Black 
workers, has also raised the pesti- 
cide issue with the growers, but has 
been ignored. 

Chavez said the union has noted 
an “increasing number of cases 
coming into our clinic. We will not 
tolerate the systematic poisoning of 
our people.” : 

Chavez is also attacking Kern 
County officials and state officials 
who have refused to publicly re- 
lease information of pesticide stud- 
ies they held. “That,” said one farm 
labor organizer, “‘is an obscenity 
and misuse of a public trust.”

MODEL CITIES EXPLAINED 

According to the new director of the local Bayview-Hunters - 
Point Model Cities Program, there has been a general mis-under- 
standing of the goals and objectives of the Model Cities Pro- 
gram. ‘ 

“Many have viewed the program,” stated L.P. Lewis, ‘‘as a 
neat subterfuge for massive urban renewal programs, or as an 
attempt.to disenfranchise people of their properties. dese are 
‘misconceptions with no truths whatsoever.”’ 

“The Model Cities Program goes far beyond physical 
considerations. The heart and meaning of the Model Cities Pro- 
gram is to focus on people. The local Model Cities Program 
should focus on improving the quality of life for the residents 
of the Model Neighborhood. All projects and activities should 
be designed to facilitate their full participation in the economic, 
social, and political mainstream of urban life. It should examine 
the educational, health, employment, income, housing enviro- 
nmental, and other problems of the residents of the’ Model 
Neighborhood. 

“The Model Cities PEERY Lewis concluded, * 
tiate renewal projects.”” 

Some of the priority items included for the program are: to 
develop ways to provide adequate health services with the pos- 
sibility for a community hospital; to develop methods to all- 
eviate the high rate of unemployment; to encourage and sup- 
port “black capitalism’; the development of a sound !ocal com- 
munity economic base; increase the quality of the social ser- 
vices; improvement of the quality of education along with the 
consideration for the development of institutions of higher 
learning; and to enrich the livlives of the elderly, handicapped, 
along with other programs. 

As one Model Cities Committee member, Harold Brooks, 
puts it: ‘“‘The most interesting part about the whole program is 
that the community is offered the opportunity to be in the 
driver's seat’’.

Mr. Stroud was until recently a teacher at a 
predominantly black public school (defacto-segregated) in the Hayes Val- 
ley area of the City. A series of conflicts with the administrators over the 
teaching of Black History lead Stroud to leave the public school system 
and finally to establish the Malcolm X School, for. which. we are grateful. 

Any child from the age of 2 to 18 can enroll. Fees are very low and 
reasonable for a private school just trying to make a go of it. The school 
does, of course, need, urgently!, donations and contributions of all kinds, 
money and supplies and voluntary assistants. 

Unlike public schools, the students seem to be happy and well adjusted 
to this new and right on form of education. - Donald O’Neal.

without. It is completely without 
police protection now for two reéa- 
sons: First, because the white po- 
liceman is not considered a protec- 
tor but the oppressor; and second, 
black residents have no protection 
against other black residents be- 
cause of a black victim’s unwilling- 
ness to seek intervention of the 
white policeman in his controversy 
with another black. The black vic- 
tim either himself redresses his 
grievance or it goes without redress. 
“Thus,” Dawley added, in conclus- 
ion, “the ghetto presently has no 
police protection; protection which 
it desires and needs at this time 
when it is seeking to rebuild its 
community under the Model Cities 
Program, urban redevelopment and 
other programs.” 

Attorney Dawley also addressed 
himself to some of the questions his 
proposal might arise if it became a 
reality. Therefore, would not the 
establishment of a special all-black 
police set back the drive towards ra- 
cial integration? To which he an- 
swered that “‘nothing slows the 
pace of integration more than the 
community-wide fear, animosity, 
demonstrations, and violent rheto- 
ric that results when a white police- 
man. 

‘‘Therefore,” Dawley stressed, 
“it is the presence of white police 
in the black ghetto that actually 
sets back the drive towards integra- 
tion.” 

On another point here he point- 
ed out the fact that the “‘very exist- 
ence” of the racial ghetto’ evi- 
dences the fact that for some rea- 
son the drive towards integration 
has detoured around, tunneled un- 
der, or overpassed it.” 

To which he adds: “It is there- 
fore legitimate to question whether 
the issue of integration is appropri- 
ately posed in this context as an ob- 
jection to my proposal, whether it 
is hypothetical, over-abstract, or a 
‘red herring’. On the other hand, it 
can more convincingly be argued 
that the drive towards integration 
will be aided substantially by hav- 
ing a well-policed community, in 
which the residents and the police 
respect and cooperate with each ot- 
her and feel for each other a sense 
of responsibility, interest, and dedi- 
cation.” 

| am certain that when we speak 
of integration, we think of integra- 
tion of friends and not integration 
of bitter enemies. Enemies must be- 
come at least friendly before they 
can successfully integrate. The at- 
tempt to integrate bitter enemies 
will not make them friends but will 
most certainly lead to divorce and 
separation.” 


POLICE PROBLEM 
“Another advantage,” he con- 
cluded, “‘of the all-black police 
force is that it will enable us to fo- 
cus directly on the police problem, 
and adjudicate conflicts between 
policemen and ghetto residents on 
their actual merits. This we cannot 

do under the present system. 
“When a white policeman as- 
saults a black ghetto resident, it is 
almost impossible to determine the 
_facts and reach a conclusion as to 
who is at fault. This is because the 
issue of race is invariably inter- 
jected; creating more heat than 
light. Politics is also interjected. On 
the other hand, if a community- 
-controlled black police officer as- 
saults a black ghetto resident, there 
is no race or political issue. We can 
then focus directly and precisely on 
the facts of the controversy. There 
is no poisoning of the city-wide at- 
mosphere that occurs now when a

WHAT DO WE MEAN 
BY INTEGRATION? 


“Is integration an ultimate basic 
goal? A religion? | doubt that many 
integrationists consider integration 
a basic goal in itself, if they really 
thought about it. | believe that 
most integrationists see integration 
as an incidental result flowing from 
justice, equality, brotherhood, and 
an end of racism. 

“However, | believe that most 
confusion arises when integration- 
ists consider integration to be an in- 
dispensable and universally appli- 
cable means, tool, or method of 
achieving integration, or of achiev- 
ing justice, equality, brotherhood, 
and the end of racism. Integration 
is not always the best means of at- 
taining integration, and often a 
brief separation creates the condi- 
tions for a lasting and integrated re- 
conciliation. 

“{& variation on the integration 
objection has been posed in the fol- 
lowing form: ‘Would not the special 
all-black police force be an official 
recognition of defacto separation? 
In other words, should we not 
maintain the official lie or fiction 
that integration exists even though 
it does not? 

“There are several reactions to 
this question. First, in the context 
of the ghetto, the lie or the fiction 
of integration is so transparent and 
obviously a lie that it is hardly 
worth telling. 

“*Secondly, since maintaining 
this fiction will result in our failing 
to intervene to stop the assaults on 
the black ghetto residents and on 
white police officers, the lie is far

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TWO WAY JUSTICE 
Or Jive, All Jive Sweet Lady of Liberty White 


The continuing scene of separate justice for whites as against 
Black and Third-World citizens appears to more and more the 
prevailing way of life in San Francisco. 

Already this year two white representatives of the alleged 
protectors of a bias ‘law and order’, often referred to as police, 
~have been officially exonerated in the murder of two black 
men. White washed were Michael O’Brien and Gerald Roberts. 

O’Brien who killed George Basket in front of many black 
witnesses who were referred to by attorney Jake Ehrlich, repre- 
senting the racially bias San Francisco Police Officers Associ- 
ation, as “‘liars’’ and ‘‘hyenas’’, was acquitted by a white jury 
which was, according to. news reports, intimidated into its ver- 
dict. 

Clear evidence demonstrated the heavy racial bias involved in 
the shooting. O’Brien was quoted by one reliable witness as 
saying just before he killed Basket: ‘I want to kill a nigger so 
bad | can taste it.’ Cop O’Brien had a long record of bias with 
the black community and had been involved in previous acts of 
alleged brutality, a fact which had not greatly bothered his 
superiors who allowed him to wear a ‘‘gas Huey’’ pin on his 
uniform in violation of department rules. 

His attorney, Ehrlich, a former liberal, time and again at- 
tempted to degrade black witnesses ‘’far beyond the point of 
good taste or relevant inquiry’, as another member of the legal 
profession put it. In terms of value, all the testimony of the 
black witnesses who saw the killing was obviously not worth as 
much as, for instance, one white skid row inhabitant whose 
sobriety was of some question. 

As a black man always experiences, his testimony can always 
be cancelled because he is black and a policeman’s word is never 
questioned, and agains another white man, a black man never 
has a legal chance. 

The point was never better made than when a ‘‘good friend 
of O’Brien’, cop Roberts wa exonerated by the San Francisco 
Coroner’s inquest which went through the almost superficial 
motions of deciding in a very definite bias matter, of the mur- 
der of Alvert Joe Linthcome, a black youth in the Bayview area. 

The coroner’s jury after short deliberation brought in a ver- 
dict of “justifiable homocide’’ which was based on evidence 
carefully directed by the coroner with the assistance of mem- 
bers of the police department. As in the O’Brien case, every 
black witness was discredited. Even openly by th coroner in 
concluding on what his own autopsy doctor had testified. At 
that instance the coroner was caught by the attorney for the 
deceased youth for, in essence, directing a verdict which at that 
point would have exonerated the officer, and completely dis- 
credited all the black testimony, which did happen after the 
ceremony of a jury deliberating for seventy minutes concerning 
a life which lasted for nineteen years. 


PARA-MILITARY UNIT BRUTALITY 


Earlier in March students from Wilson High School ran into 
the Tactical Squad at the conclusion of a basketball game. 
Whereas reports were that thé official para-military goons were 
called to break up an alleged fight between students, it has since; 
turned into a definite racial matter. 


Instead of attempting to quell Woodrow Wilson and Sacred 
Heart students and prevent some alleged fights the squad went 
after black Wilson students, including young co-eds. Their ac- 
tions were described by Wilson students who were brutalized, as 
a “vengeance of white cops running down black people and 
grinning all the time they beat the hell out of us.” To further 
enforce the two way justice standard, all news reports sided 
with the actions of the Tac Squad and also quoted the obvi- 
ously bias principal of Sacred Heart (who has greatly embar- 
assed some of his religious colleagues) of approving of the beat- 
ings on black students who, somehow, ‘“‘deserved’’ whatever 
they received. News reports also failed to report either the out-; 
right and blunt and deliberate beatings of students and teachers 
or the fact that at a previous basketball game between the two 
schools, Wilson students were victims of harassment which 
really set the stage for the blame of hostilities in the laps of 
Sacred Heart. 

(Sacred Heart, we learn, gets the privilege of a news black 
out when they go to it again in a basketball game fight with 
none other than white Lowell High School recently. Then the 
Tac Squad was not, of course, called. No black youth to beat?) 

Throughout news stories and statements by public officials 
has been the underlying and latent bias of white vengeance on 
students who were black. Left out of news was the testimony of 
Wilson students and parents and teachers which most obviously

Unfortunately, para-military acts of white justice have not 
been restricted to official sanction. Black and Third-World, and 
even some white radicals, have been subject to outlaw type 
goons who have in the past six months taken on student strikers 
(SF State College) to assults amid off duty policemen on the 
steps of City Hall during a racist rally to the ejection of persons 
from local birch meetings being held on school property (state 


PTA meetings. But most blatent was the attack on citizens dur- 
ing a school board meeting. 

These outlaw goons are the muscle and intimidating arm of a 
large vocal and obnoxious group of pro-segregation, neighbor- 
hood school, and assorted right wingers who seem to be 
immune from what normally would be called ‘law 
enforcement’. Another aspect of the one-sided justice San Fran- 
cisco enjoys. 

When a picture of one of the goons appeared in the San 
Francisco State College Daily Gator newspaper there were no 
arrests, as not even an investigation took place; even though the 
person in question was in the act of using a lead pipe on a 
student who was merely picketing. Nor, we are told, when two 
witnesses went to the DA over an incident of slugging, was the 
DA willing to do anything. s 

One reason, very good, for the lack of arrests or prosecutions 
in these cases was summed up by one black leader who put it: 
“How can you expect someone to arrest their friends and drink- 
ing buddies?”’ 

On the other hand, black citizens are picked up almost as a 
matter of routine, to be given an arrest record for what amount 
to false harassment and illegal imprisonment. Whites with vari- 
ous degrees of influence seem to maintain clean records and 
slither through all the little slimy loopholes of white justice. 

The macing and inhuman and unnecessary harassment of the 
Fuller family was another example of double justice which to 
some degree blew up in the police’s face. Possibly if the family 
had not been so well known and respected by the establishment 
their case might have been just routine. That is, they would 
have been just one case of injustice among the daily happenings 
which. occur in San Francisco’s Black and Third-World commu- 
‘nities. The fantastic 500 plus page white wash of the police, 
done by the police “how can a dirty man clean himself without 
soap?’’, was one reaction, was too much for some. The report 
was open to the public only after names were blanked out, 
names which might have otherwise purgered the report and 
those who wrote it. 

As-one Bayview citizen observed after Joe Linthcome was 
gunned down, “white justice gave the cops another hunting 
license with the acquittal of pig O’Brien, and now one of his 
friends has a notch in his gun”. 

Presently the scales are so unbalanced that black citizens 
involved in the recent cases have been often victims of vicious 
threats if they carry their grievances too far. Such as threats if 
they testify, as in the case of an admission at the recent coro- 
ner’s inquest revealing that the police had threatened a man’sjob 
if he attempted to testify. Or the threat against several parties if 
they do attempt to sue for damages. Such threats are real and 
promise the usual official white harassment of arrest, and the 
like,

It could bring you both 
closer together just to have her know that you know what her 
problems are and this is probably the time she needs you most. 
If she is having sex, she is probably as worried as you are. 


Children learn about sex these days much earlier than their 
mothers did, and if we parents don’t tell them what we know, 
and what we consider, how we look upon these matters, they 
will surely get the information from outside sources and 
chances are that they will be confused and misinformed. 

As parents we really should feel close enough to our children 
to want to give them this intimate kind of knowledge as part of 
their education. But | know that some parents don’t know how 
to tell their children and young people about sex. Sometimes it 
is because they don’t understand the words and all the body 
workings themselves and sometimes parents find it embarassing. 
The San Francisco schools are giving Sex Education in the 


schools and these should be helpful in getting sex knowledge 


accurately given. 


My husband and | want to have a baby in September of 
1970. Exactly when should | stop taking my pills in order for to 
get pregnant in December of 1969? | was told it takes at least 
three months for the pills to wear out of your system. True or 
False? ... Mrs. J.E.E. 


You may be fertile and able to become pregnant in the first 
month after you stop taking the pills, or it may take longer. 
‘Women who stop taking the pills in order to get pregnant usu- 
ally conceive, (that means that they become pregnant) within 2 
to 4 months after stopping. But the pill is out of your system 
within a few days after you stop taking it and that is why some 
people get pregnant very quickly if they are late in starting their 
pills after the five days menstrual cycle. And of course you can 
become pregnant if you forget to take your pill for a day during 
the twenty day period. 

This information has come to us from the observations and 
records of many doctors with their patients. You can see, there- 
fore, that it is not possible to tell you exactly within a month or 
two when to stop taking your pills in order to plan your baby 
for September. You can become pregnant immediately and it 
may take several months.

WELFARE MOTHER WINS 


Mrs. Dorothy Berry, a grand- 


. mother caring for seven minor 


grandchildren has won, for the time 
being, a fight with the Department 
of Agriculture which has tried to 
stop her food stamps. 

According to Mrs. Berry, the De- 
partment of Agriculture raised the 
amount she must pay for stamps al- 
though she does not have any more 
money to purchase food. As a re- 
sult, she and her grandchildren have 
had to go without some food. 

The Department refused to 
change even though the SF Welfare 
and State officials asked it to help. 

Mrs. Berry won a Temporary Re- 
straining Order from the U.S. Dis- 
trict Court in SF. The court stated 
that. Mrs. Berry and others in her 
situation are being irreparably in- 
jured because “‘they are unable to 
‘provide their families with a nutrit- 
ionally adequate diet because they 
cannot afford to participate in the 
Food Stamp Program”. 

She had been denied the stamps 
because of money set aside for an 
educational trust fund. The money 
cannot be used for current needs, 
including food, since if she used the 
money to buy food, her welfare 
grant of. a fixed $413 per month 
would be reduced dollar for dollar 
for food she purchased. 

According to the SF Neighbor- 
hood Legal Assistance, who repre- 
sented Mrs. Berry, “‘rules like the 
ones challenged in this suit are 
keeping people from getting the 
food they need’’. 

Presently, because of similar 
rules, only 10% of those families on 
welfare in San Francisco take part 
in the Food Stamp Program.

BREATH OF SPRING? 


Common measles virus will 
probably be one of the ingredi- 


“ents in the fresh spring air 


your child is breathing. The 
playmate with a runny nose, red 
and watery eyes, and a cough, 
may not have a cold as his 
mother thinks but the early 
signs of measles. 

If that’s the case, after 10 or 
12 days, unless your child has 
had common measles or a 
measles vaccination he or she 
will probably “come down”’ with 
the disease. 

In addition to lost school 
days, a week or more in bed 
with a high fever, and general 
discomfort and inconvenience 
for both child and parent, there 
can be serious aftereffects from 
measles. 

Mental retardation, pneumo- 
nia, hearing loss or deafness, 
bronchitis, and other serious 
medical complications can oc- 
cur in as many as 1 of every 15 
cases. Deaths from measles in 
the United States for many 
years averaged 400 to 500. In 
1966 an all-time low of 250 mea- 
sles deaths was recorded. 

Although measles vaccines 
had been available for three 
years, vaccinations did not 
spurt until 1965 when a new 
one-shot vaccine became avail- 
able. ‘This live measles virus, 
the Schwarz strain, sharply re- 
duced reactions with great safe- 
ty and gave long-lasting protec- 
tion. 

Acceptance of earlier vac- 
cines had been hampered by 
short-term immunity given by 
killed-virus vaccine (which also 
required multiple injections) 


and by high reaction rates, oc-

casionally severe, to earlier live- 
virus vaccines. A simultaneous 
shot of gamma globulin was 
usually given with the older . 
live vaccines to reduce reac- 
tions. 


Availability of a truly one- 
shot vaccine triggered mass im- 
munization programs in many 
parts of the U. S. Medical 
societies, health. departments, 
civic groups, government agen- 
cies, and state legislatures all 
co-operated. Rhode Island, 
Massachusetts, Detroit, Pitts- 
burgh, Los Angeles, and dozens 
of others conducted successful 
mass-immunization drives. The 
six New England states in 1967 
lowered their 1966 measles in- 
cidence by more than 62 per 
cent. 

Still, until every child suscep- 
tible to common measles and 
every baby reaching its first 
birthday is vaccinated, common 
measles will continue to be a 
threat to the health of our chil- 
dren. Parents must realize the 
urgency and necessity behind 
this good health measure be- 
fore the efforts of their doctor 
to eradicate measles will be 
successful.

Health Notes 


OBESITY IN CHILDREN 


The oververweight adult is 
well known to be handicapped 
in more than looks alone. He is 
likely to develop hypertension, 
have heart disease, and die earli- 
er than an individual of normal 
weight. He is more prone to have 
diabetes and gall bladder disease. 
If he requires an operation, the 
work of the surgeon is more 
complicated and the patient’s 
risk is increased. 

Much research has been done 
on the cause of obesity with dis- 
couragingly little result. To be- 
come obese an individual must 
have an intake of potential ener- 
gy greater than his expenditure 
of energy. This excess he stores 
as fat. This does not mean an 
obese individual is necessarily a 
glutton. A very small excess of 
calories taken in daily for many 
months and years will cause an 
accumulation of excess pounds. 
As a person becomes very heavy, 
moving around is increasingly 
difficult, activity diminishes, and 
fewer calories are burned. 

Most obese people who go to 
a doctor hope the condition will 
be attributed to ‘‘glands’’ and 
medication prescribed which will 
effortlessly melt away the extra 
pounds. Less than 2% of obese 
patients have demonstrable 
glandular disorders. For the rest 
the cause is unknown and the 
only treatment is to reduce the 
intake of food, increase the ex- 
penditure of energy, or both. 

Most information on in- 
creased death and disease rates 
from obesity is derived from life 
insurance statistics and deals 
only with adults. Although sta- 
tistics are not available for child- 
ren, it is known that overweight 
children develop into overweight 
adults. As many as 5% of child- 
ren are above the normal range 
of weight for their height and 
age. Of these children, about 
70% have one or both parents 
who are obese. Does this mean 
that obesity, or at least a tend- 
ency to gain weight easily, is in- 
herited? Perhaps, but it is also 
possible that family eating pat- 
terns are at fault. 

Children can become over- 
weight at any stage of child- 
hood. Some mothers who con- 
sider it desirable for their baby 
to be chubby feel it is their duty 
to feed him as much as he will 
take. During the toddler years, 
when children normally become 
taller and relatively thinner, 
some of these mothers urge 
more food on the child than he 
needs, and gradually the feeling 
develops that food means mot- 
her love. If the child has been 
sickly, food is urged on him “‘to 
make him strong’. During pre- 
adolescent years children nor- 
mally deposit fat and gain 
weight before they start their 
adolescent growth spurt but ex- 
cessive weight gain results in a 
fat child. During adolescence, 
the combination of normal 
growth spurt with new interest 
in personal appearance gives 
some overweight children incent- 
ive to reduce to normal weight. 
For others, however, being unat- 
tractive makes it easier to avoid 
the anxiety of social contact 
with the opposite sex. 


The overweight child is often 
told not to worry -- he will 
“grow. out of it’. The mildly 
chubby child who gained weight 
in the pre-adolescent years pro- 
bably wil! become a normal 
adult, but the habitually over- 


weight child probably will not. 
Real obesity in childhood is not 
only a handicap to physical ac- 
complishments-- athletics, dan- 
cing, etc. -- but is also a serious 
psychologic problem. The pre- 
adolescent who is fat, slothful, 
and socially unacceptable resorts 
to eating like an alcoholic takes 
to the bottle. This constitutes a 
vicious circle which may go on 
into adult years. 

The emphases today is on pre- 
vention rather than cure of obesity. 
Preventing obesity in children re- 
quires alert attention at all ages. 


1.The mother of the chubby 
infant and toddler should limit 
sweets and second helpings. 
Candy and most deserts provide 
“empty calories’’ without the 
nutrients needed for growth. 

2. Food should not be used to 
pacify children. 

3. The school child should be 
encouraged toward increased 
physical activity and to limiting 
between-meal-snacks to fruit, 
milk, etc. 

4. The older child who is con- 
cerned about his weight should 
be helped by offering him foods 
recommended by his doctor and 
eliminating the temptation of 
candy, pop, and rich desserts. 

The origin of obesity involves 
cultural, family, physchological, 
and genetic factors. It is no wonder 
that this complicated problem has 
no simple solution.

HEALTH QUACKERY 


Health quackery is big business. 
Each year millions of dollars are 
spent and thousands of people die 
looking for short cuts to better 
health. 


Some of these “healers’’ despite . 


overwhelming scientific proof to 
the contrary, maintain that all dis- 
eases have a single cause and that 
appendicitis, heart disease, and can- 
cer, for example, can all be cured 
by a single method. To impress 


the credulous -- those they make. 


fools of -- many quacks use fantas- 
tic devices with countless tubes and 
wires, shiny cylinders and compli- 
cated dials. Others advertise their 
individual nostrums as cure-alls, or 
have an “atomic treatment”, a 
“radiation cure’, a new diet or 
some other bizarre scheme with no 
basis in fact. 

These self-styled “‘doctors” prey 
on all, but those who are particular- 
ily vulnerable are the unfortunate 
group of desperate people who are 
incurably sick. Thriving on ignor- 
‘ance, they arouse false hope with 
their guaranteed cures. In many in- 
stances, illness is actually prolonged 
in those who might otherwise be 
cured. by a competent, qualified 
physician. 

Six indicators by which health 
quacks can be spotted are: 


1. The “quack” used a special or - 


“secret” formula or machine that 
he claims can cure disease. 

2. He promises a quick or easy 
cure. 

3. He advertises, using “case his- 
tories” or testimonials to. impress 
people. 

4. He claims medical men are 
persecuting him or that they are af- 
raid of his competition. 

5. He claims that his method of 
treatment is better than surgery, 
x-ray or drugs.

This form of hepatitis is known 
to be spread by fecal (human 
waste) contamination of food, part- 
icularly among close household 
contacts. However, the possibility 
of transmission by nose and throat 
discharges is not entirely ruled out. 

Basic sanitary measures and gen- 
eral cleanliness may help control 
spread of the food-borne infection; 
otherwise it is a difficult problem if 
it is allowed to develop. 


Over the past two years cases of 
viral hepatitus have increased from 
204 to 1200 per year, of those re- 
ported. The disease takes two 
forms, both of which may range 
from mild to fatal. And, recovery 
may be rapid, or may require pro- 
longed convalescence, there also 
may be other physical damage con- 
tributing to further chronic illness. 


Prevention is unsatisfactory, 
since active immunization, as for 
other certain diseases, is not now 
possible. The chances of developing 
INFECTIOUS HEPATITIS, after 
exposure to a household contact 
can be considerable reduced by pre- 
ventive injection of gamma _ glob- 
ulin, if used within a maximum of 
two weeks after exposure to the vi- 
rus, which is not always possible 
since the symptoms are not so eas- 
ily recognizable in that that short a

Changes in the social security 
law now permit young workers to 
qualify for disability checks with 
less work, Richard Smith, district 
manager of the Bayview social secu- 
rity office, stated today.
